GREETING. 

April  1,1926. 

We  wish  to  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  you 
for  your  patronage.  Should  this  fall  into  the  hands 
of  some  one  not  a  customer  then  we  hope  to  have  a 
trial  order  for  plants,  flowers,  or  honey.  REMEM¬ 
BER,  we  GUARANTEE  satisfaction  or  your  money 
back. 

Our  business  with  bees  and  honey  was  started  in 
1902,  the  plant  business  in  1906,  poultry  also  in 
1906.  The  business  was  run  by  F.  J.  STRITTMAT- 
TER  and  WIFE  till  1923,  when  the  growing  business 
required  larger  quarters  and  better  mail,  freight 
and  express  services.  We  organized  a  corporation 
capitalized  at  $100,000.00,  divided  into  shares  of  par 
value  $50.00  each.  We  built  our  main  building  con¬ 
taining  store,  offices,  honey  bottling  rooms,  etc.,  at 
Bradley  Junction  in  1923.  The  next  year  we  built  a 
fine  greenhouse  of  modern  steel  frame  construction’ 
just  across  the  road,  and  in  1925  we  built  a  number i 
of  concrete  hotbeds,  etc.  We  also  built  several  new 
chicken  coops  and  equipped  an  automobile  garage* 
where  we  do  repair  work  all  the  time.  The  picture 
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on  the  outside  back  cover  shows  part  of  the  new 
property  and  the  one  on  page  3  shows  part  of  “The 
Farm”,  as  we  call  it,  where  we  started  the  business 
and  where  we  still  keep  our  poultry,  as  well  as  fill 
most  of  our  m^il  orders  for  plants.  We  have  most 
of  our  outside  hotbeds  here  and  a  small  greenhouse, 
etc.  The  president  of  the  company  still  lives  h?re  | 
with  his  family,  though  he  is  usually  in  the  office  at 
the  new  location  till  about  10  P.  M.  most  every  night,  i 

All  the  property  formerly  owned  by  F.  J.  Stritt- 
matter  and  Wife  is  now  owned  by  the  Corporation. 
The  government  recognized  the  needs  of  the  busi- 
ness  for  better  mailing  service  and  granted  us  a  new 
post  office  right  in  our  store  room.  We  are  now  pre¬ 
pared  to  give  good  service  in  mail  orders  at  all  times 
as  we  receive  and  send  out  mail  four  times  per  day. 

We  own  all  our  property  and  have  no  rents  to 
pay.  This  includes  living  quarters  for  six  families,  i 
which  enables  us  to  hire  married  men  for  our  most 
important  positions.  We  own  45  acres  of  ground 
and  so  have  plenty  of  room  to  expand.  We  now  have 
120  stockholders,  holding  $73,000.00  of  our  capital 
stock  fully  paid  for.  At  this  writing  we  have  $27,- 
000.00  of  our  stock  unsold.  While  it  lasts  we  are, 
offering  some  of  this  stock  to  our  customers  at  par. 
None  of  us  got  any  for  less  and  no  cmmission  is 
paid  for  the  sale  of  our  stock  so  every  dollar  invest¬ 
ed  is  a  dollar  for  improvements. 

We  need  more  greenhouse  room  badly  as  this  bus¬ 
iness  has  been  increasing  at  the  rate  of  more  than 
50  per  cent  per  year  the  last  two  years.  The  high 
mark  previous  to  1924  was  $2,500.00,  while  1925  was 
$6,207.88.  When  we  sell  the  balance  of  our  stoch 
we  can  provide  room  for  a  large  increase  in  thhj 
business. 

We  should  enlarge  our  store  also,  as  this  business  j 
has  also  proved  far  beyond  expectations.
